IT  IS  WORTH  IT’S  PLACE  AND  KEEPING  ON  ANY  FARM, 
OR  IN  ANY  LOT  OR  GARDEN.  Of  the  great  number  of  varieties 
of  apples  that  have  been  brought  into  the  nursery  world,  either  by 
expert  propagation  or  chance  finding,  there  is  none  that  can  excel,  and 
we  feel  safe  in  saying  none  that  can  equal  the  BUCKEYE  BEAUTY 
in  its  proper  locality. 

We  do  not  know  that  this  will  be  a local  apple.  We  deem  it 
worth  a trial  anywhere.  But  since  it  originated  in  southern  Ohio,  so 
near  the  original  home  of  the  Rome  Beauty,  we  feel  perfectly  safe  in 
recommending  it,  and  guaranteeing  its  qualities  any  where  in  the 
Rome  Beauty  Belt,  which  extends  over  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  parts  cf 
Old  Virginia  and  Kentucky. 


ORIGIN  OF  THE  BUCKEYE  BEAUTY 

The  Buckeye  Beauty  Apple  was  first  discovered  on  the  farm  of 
Clem  C.  Wilcox,  in  Galia  County,  Ohio,  on  Thanksgiving  day,  1913, 
and  might  well  have  been  called  the  THANKSGIVING  APPLE,  for 
the  Horticultural  world  will  always  be  thankful  that  this  wonderful 
apple  was  discovered.  This  tree  was  standing  alone  in  the  forest, 
among  nature’s  plantings.  From  what  seed  it  sprang  no  one  knows 
other  than  the  great  Architect  of  Nature.  There  have  been  various 
ideas  and  opinions  about  the  variety  of  apple  that  the  seed  must  have 
come  from.  Some  try  to  connect  it  with  GRIMES  GOLDEN,  but  good 
authorities  and  fruit  experts  have  abandoned  the  connection,  and  the 
final  conclusion  is  “We  do  not  know  wfhat  it  is,”  but  it  is  WONDER- 
FUL. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  TREE 


From  all  appearance  the  tree  must  have  been  a dozen  or  more 
years  of  age  when  first  discovered,  and  the  attractive  feature  of  the 
discovery  was,  the  fine  luscious  apples  under  the  tree,  and  yet  some 
few  on  the  TREE  Thanksgiving  Day. 

The  tree  is  a wonderfully  strong  grower,  both  in  nursery  and 
orchard,  having  a tendency  upward.  Does  not  branch  so  freely  as 
some  varieties,  but  branches  grow  to  considerable  length  in  one 
season.  There  have  been  twenty-five  trees  grafted  from  the  original 
tree  which  are  bearing.  These  trees  take  on  a more  attractive  appear- 
ance than  the  original  tree,  not  having  been  handicappd  by  the  forest 
trees,  as  was  the  parent  tree  in  its  earlier  years,  and  although  it  is 
not  such  a beautiful  tree  as  those  taken  from  it,  it  stands  healthy  and 
strong  in  appearance,  as  if  only  a half  dozen  years  of  age. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  FRUIT 

The  apple  ranges  from  medium  to  large,  some  of  the  specimens 
weighed  from  10  to  14  ounces.  One  14  ounce  specimen  measured  only 
9 1-2  inches  in  circumference,  which  shows  the  firmness  and  weight 
of  the  apple. 

The  color  of  the  apple  is  a rich  yellow,  slightly  blushed  with  red 
where  exposed  to  the  sun,  sometimes  dotted  with  small  red  dots. 

The  flesh  of  the  apple  is  yellow  at  maturity,  and  becomes  richer 
and  higher  colored  as  it  ages  in  keeping. 

The  shape  of  the  apple  might  be  called  round,  or  nearly  so,  some 
of  them  not  quite  so  thick  from  stem  to  calix,  as  from  side  extremities. 

The  skin  of  the  apple  is  moderately  thin,  but  very  tough  and  al- 
ways very  smoothe,  taking  on  a fine  polish. 

The  core  of  the  apple  is  unusually  small  and  the  flavor  is  mild 
sub-acid,  with  a peculiar  satisfying  lusciousness  that  is  found  in  no 
other  apple.  • 


THE  KEEPING  QUALITIES 


Are  wonderful.  They  have  been  kept  successfully  until  the  middle  of 
MAY  in  ORDINARY  HOME  STORAGE.  This  is  not  a COLD 
STORAGE  APPLE  as  is  the  case  with  many  other  fine  varieties,  but 
can  be  kept  by  ordinary  farm  methods  throughout  the  entire  winter 
and  up  into  late  Spring. 


ITS  BEARING  QUALITIES 

Are  unexcelled,  it  being  an  extremely  late  bloomer,  a week  to  10  days 
later  than  ROME  BEAUTY  in  the  same  section,  which  is  considered 
their  latest  bloomer  and  surest  variety. 

Since  the  discovery  of  this  apple  in  1913  there  has  never  been  a 
complete  failure  of  fruit  on  the  original  tree. 


OUR  POSSESSION  OF  THIS  VARIETY 

In  1922  while  traveling  in  Galia  Co.,  Ohio,  W.  R.  Underwood  who  is 
connected  with  us,  heard  of  this  apple  and  its  owner.  After  carefully 
examining  the  apple  and  learning  the  true  merits  of  it,  and  knowing 
it  to  be  the  best  flavored  apple  he  had  ever  found,  he  purchased  one 
thousand  scions.  We  grew  about  two  thousand  marketable  trees 
from  them,  of  which  number  most  all,  except  our  own  planting,  went 
back  to  the  neighborhood  from  whence  the  scions  came,  and  the  sup- 
ply was  not  sufficient  for  the  demand.  Through  Mr.  Underwood,  we 
have  now  purchased  the  exclusive  nursery  right  to  this  wonderful  ap- 
ple for  a period  of  25  years.  We  have  registered  this  apple  with  the 
U.  S.  Horticultural  Society.  We  mailed  many  samples  of  the  apple 
to  fruit  growers  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  also  to  State 
Entomologists  in  different  States  and  the  following  are  short  sketches 
from  some  of  them:

Your  letter  received  regarding  the  BUCKEYE  BEAUTY,  also  the 
apples,  but  regret  to  say  that  the  specimens  were  badly  bruised  in  the 
mail.  However  we  were  able  to  get  a fairly  good  idea  as  to  the  flavor 
and  quality  of  the  NEW  AND  WONDERFUL  VARIETY. 

It  seemed  to  us  very  much  the  flavor  of  the  NEW  GOLDEN 
DELICIOUS.  We  could  in  no  way  connect  it  with  GRIMES  GOLD- 
EN. It  will  evidently  be  highly  favored  by  those  who  like  A VERY 
MILD  SUB-ACID  APPLE.  There  is  a demand  for  A YELLOW  AP- 
PLE that  can  be  grown,  and  kept  successfully  and  it  may  be  possible 
(and  we  trust  it  is)  that  the  BUCKEYE  BEAUTY  WILL  FILL  THIS
